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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Larsen. 
Regarding calim30, 32, Larsen discloses a internally piloted dome loaded regulator with 

features of the claimed invention includes upper and lower housing parts (see figure 1), defining 
an internal chamber there between. The lower housing defines an inlet, an outlet, and a valve 
channels (see figure 2). A flexible diaphragm (element 43) mounted inside said housing capable 
of dividing the chamber into variable upper and lower volumes. Larsen further shows biasing 
means for the diaphragm and the valves. A surpassing deflection of the diaphragm defines 
compensating volume inside the housing. The lower housing part has bores for fluid 
communications. 

Regarding claim 31, Larsen shows a upper bore (where element 47 goes through). 
Regarding claim 33, the biasing means are springs. 

Regarding claims 34-35, the valves are considered to be safety valves with plurality of 
springs. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 36-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over in view of 
Carlisle et al. 

Regarding claims 36- 38 Even though a pressure regulator is generally used in a flow 
system which usually consists of its essential elements such as flow meter, a supply tank/supply 
line, pump, various flow conditioning and son on, but due to his emphasis in the regulator itself, 
Larsen does not elaborate on other elements of a system. Such general flow system is 
notoriously known. For example, Carlisle et al., teaches a system and method of using a Coriolis 
mass flow rate, which include the related tank, supply line, regulator, pump and other essential 
elements. It would have been obvious, therefore, for a skilled artisan at the time of the invention 
to use Larsen regulator in a system, as it is intended to be used in such an arrangement in order to 
have a meaningful usage. 

Regarding claim 39, Carlisle shows a pump(see figure 1). 

Regarding claim 39, Carlisle shows a Coriolis flow meter (see figure 1).
